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Group W claims consumer letter is wrong 


Users of the city’s cable television service. Group 
W, heard at Tuesday night’s Sierra Madre Qty Council 
meeting that (1) Group W was entitled to a profit 
and (2) that after spending “millions of dollars’’ in 
improving television serivce to the city, Group W 
will be coming back to the City Council for a “rate 
adjustment’’ in January. 

Speaking on behalf of the city franchisee was 
John Merritt, district manager of Group W with 
offices in Upland. He defended his company’s re¬ 
cent communication to its subscribers that the cost 
of its remote control service would increase. 

Said Merritt of the new monthly charge of $3 
per remote contol unit, “We think it (the addi¬ 
tional charge) is well justified. It is service en¬ 
hancement.’’ 

Merritt’s comments followed the announcement 
that the city administration had found the cable 
system’s proposed increase was not in accordance 
with last year’s council resolution approving the new 
franchise, 82-26. 


Merritt added that his company would reply 
after it had an opportunity to study the city’s i 
recommendation, promolgated by City Administra¬ 
tor James McRea. 

In his comments, Merrit emphasized that the 
remote control unit distributed in Sierra Madre to 
cable users is not required for cable service but is 
only an “enhancement” of his company’s service. 

However, under intensive questioning from both 
council members and city citizens attending the 
council session, Merritt admitted his company’s 
letter detailing the increase in the cost of cable TV 
services should “have been worded differently.” 

That letter, dated September 16, 1983, said, 
“We will begin charging for the remote unit.” 

In his comments to the council, Merritt at¬ 
tempted to differentiate between the hand held 
remote control unit and the control device to 
which it was directed. 

Said Merritt, the hand held control unit “is 
only half of the service.” He continued that the 


controlling device connected to the television set 
is the other half of the remote control unit and 
both devices (the hand held and the controlling 
device to which it is directed) were intended as 
the “remote unit” in its Sept. 16 letter. 

In his opening comments to the council, 
the new Group W manager announced that Rusty 
Faust had resigned her position as manager of 
the Sierra Madre - Arcadia facility, effective Oct. 

His response included comments directed to 
the allegations from Jan Maddox that the hand 
held control unit furnished subscribers was de¬ 
fective. 

Maddox told members she had been advised 
by Group W employees that one in every three 
remote control units was defective. The former city 
council member then demonstrated a unit, which 
she said was her fourth defective hand held remote 
unit received from Group W. She asked the council 
members to attempt to use the unit without some 


of its buttons sticking. 

This challenge brought the response from 
Mayor Clem Bartolai that he had to press “hard” 
to make the buttons stick. 

The rejoiner from former Mayor and present 
City Councilman Carlyle Griffin that he didn’t 
have to try. Griffin said, “1 use a screwdriver.” 

An appeal from the city’s planning commis¬ 
sion approval of the construction of a residcxice 
on Brookside Lane caused a confrontation between 
Mayor Clem Bartolai and council members Lisa 
Fowler and l orn Edwards. Fowler, joined by Mayor 
Pro Tern Edwards, supported a new hearing on 
the appeal of A.F. Incorporated to construct a 
single family dwelling at 714 Brookside Lane. 
This action was opposed by the Mayor who sup¬ 
ported the action of the planning commission in 
denying the application. 

The Mayor voiced his support for actions of 
the city’s various commissions . . . stating he 
did not think it an appropriate council function 
to review every commission decision.

After 22 Issues, however, 
its narnp cbggged to “The London Gazette,” 
and Samuel Pepys was said to have found It 
•“very pretty, full of news.” 

The first edition of “Publick Occur- 
: fences,” America’s earliest attempt at a news- 
: paper, was published in 1690 by Benjamin 
.Harris. 

America’s first authorized newspaper, 
“The Boston Newsletter,” was charged no 
postal fees on mailed copies. Why? John 
Campbell, part of the new postal system In 
.‘America, was printer of the 1704 sheet. Soon 
‘Other postmasters followed his example, rival¬ 
ing printers in the early American press. 

Three years ago we retired the Linotype 
machines for typesetting except for Job print- 
, Ing and switched from the big obsolete press 
' In the backroom to an offset system. A 
‘computer typesetting machine handles body 
'copy for the News and most of the type- 
setting for Job printing. A camera and off- 
• set press do most of the Job printing; how¬ 
ever, the rest of the Job printing is done by 
three hot type presses (letterpress). 

It’s a different world back there and 
the best of all worlds.

own failure. 

What Group W is re¬ 
quiring of its customers 
is totally inconsistent with 
our free enterprise sys¬ 
tem. 

The added charge can 
be avoided by return¬ 
ing the remote control 
devices which. Group W 
now states, are strictly 
“convenience” items — a 
statement at odds with 
the fact that the remote 
control units were pro¬ 
vided as an integral part 
of their cable service.

On September 30, a 
phone call to Gary New- 
bery. Sales Manager of 
Group W, confirmed an 
earlier statement made 
by Rusty Faust, General 
Manager, when asked 
what the failure rate was 
for the remote control 
units. 

The failure rate by 
Group W in their ori¬ 
ginal contract with the 
manufacturer, according 
to Ms. Faust and Mr. 
Newbery, was an astound¬ 
ing 10%, or one in every 
10 units. Reputable manu¬ 
facturers would agree that 
this is an unconscionable 
failure rate. It was, how¬ 
ever, acceptable to Group 
W. 

Instead of the “ac¬ 
cepted” 10% failure rate, 
however, again according 
to Ms. Faust and Mr. 
Newbery, they have ex¬ 
periences a 33% failure 
rate. One in every three 
units is defective! 

Our personal failure 
rate had been 400%, with 
a fourth replacement 
proving to be as defec¬ 
tive as the first three. 
We do not have figures 
on the failure rate for the 
converters. Ours has 
been 300%, with a third 
replacement functioning 
satisfactorily for approxi¬ 
mately six weeks. This 
would indicate the con¬ 
verters also constitute a 
case of shoddy equip¬ 
ment contributing to the 
losses entailed by servi¬ 
cing and replacement. 

Group W has not can¬ 
celled their contract with 
the manufacturer. lastead 
they are asking the con¬ 
sumer to pay for servi¬ 
cing and replacement of 
what would appear to be 
faulty products. 

Adding insult to in¬ 
jury, they warn that any 
customer who may wish 
to purchase a quality 
piece of “convenience” 
equipment from another 
source is subject to a 
sizeable fine and even 
imprisonment. Group 
W’s shoddy units cannot 
even be purchased.
